"in many localities there is*-a lack 


of definite and complete understand- 
ing of the functions of a Farm Bureau 
(county agent). 
Many are not famili- 


ar with the work a county agent does, 
or seeks to do. The most 
common 


idea of the work is that the county 
fUrcnt is a so-called "farm doctor" and 
"general adviser" to any and ail who 
may see fit to call on him. lie is sup- 
posed by some to know everything 
and' to be available to everyone when 
called. 
All these are mistaken 
no- 


tions. 
While county agents should 


bo able to furnish information and ad- 
vice when it is asked for, this is a 
minor function and not considered of 
any special importance. 
The county 


agents have very definite programs of 
work laid out, and these are put into 
efi'ect by means of definite projects, 


• drawn by the farm bureau committee, 
assisted by the 
county 
ageni. By 


means of these definite plans of work, 
effort is kept in channels which en- 
able the agents to accomplish certain j 
definite results. It is highly desirable j 
to have effort concentrated along the 
most important lines in the county. 
For convenience v,re may divide the 
principal lines of work of farm bu- 
reau into five groups as follows:

ORGANIZATION. 


A farm bureau is in itself partly a 


federation o£ local,agricultural forces 
and co-operates? as closely as possible 
with all local organizations such as 
granges, farmers' clubs, agricultural 
societies and also fair 
associations 


wherever exist. 
Moreover, there are 


often represented on 
the 
executive 


committee and advisory council 
as 


has already been mentioned in a pre- 
vious article. 
The farm bureau also 


has local committees in each township 
and works with the granges, farmers 
clubs and groups of individuals in 
each community to carry on its work. 
Whenever, as happens in some cases, 
there i; a special local group for ac- 
complishing a 
particular 
piece of 


work, such for example as standard- 
izing potatoes, wheat or eggs, develop- 
ing better varieties 
of seed 
grain, 


pooling orders for supplies of fertil- 
izer, lime, etc., encouraging better 
live stock breeding, cow testing asso- 
ciations." e'tc.^ these groups are/given 
assistance by the county agents to 
organize and obtain desired results. 


LEADERSHIP. 


Where there is an important end to 


be accomplished or a real need in a 
community, little can be accomplish- 
ed without leadership. How frequent- 
ly we have observed important needs 
unfulfilled for a lack of someone to 
lead the way. Since the farm bureau 
-aims to furnish a clearing house for 
agricultural affairs in the county, it is 
expected to exercise leadership in 
inaugurating various movements for 
the purpose of developing 
and 
en- 


couraging local progress. Good exam- 
ples of this leadership are; the bring- 
ing together breeders of the county 
for the purpose of organization to im- 
prove and to advertise their 
stock: 


bringing together potato and 
vege- 


table growers to standardize their 
products; crystalizing sentiment for 
an agricultural course in the public 
schools; securing the assistance of 
the extension service of the State Uni- 
versity and also the Experiment Sta- 
tion. Furthermore, to encourage farm 
ors in collective effort along various 
btbcr lines, which point toward nc.lt 
help and local progress. 
Of greater 


importance than the exercise of lead- 
ership by the county agent himself, is 
the discovery and encouragement of 
local leaders in the various commun- 
ities in the county. In the farm bu- 
reau is to be a permanent and vital

LEGEND OF THE VAMPIRE. 


Queer Beliefs That Cling About This 


Old World Superstition.

The vampire, according to tho belief ' 


of eastern Kurope. Is the physical body i 
of n dead person, male or fetiu'.le. that 
maintains itself in a sort of half life in 
the grave by returning to its former 
haunts and nourishing itself on the 
blood of living persons*. This supersti- 
tion is characteristically Slavonic. 


The vampire superstition is strongest 


in AYhite Russia mid flu; Ukraine, 
though it also pervades the popular be- 
lief in Poland and Servia. among the 
Czechs of Hohemia and the Slovaks of 
Hungary and is to be traced as far as 
Albania and Greece. Comparative phi- 
lology proves it to have had a common 
origin with the equally hideous legend 
of tho were wolf, a human lieing -who 
could at will assume the appearance 
and ferocity of a wolf, which if wound- 
ed in its nocturnal pursuits iii the head 
or limbs could not efface its injuries or 
escape detection when It returned to 
its human form.

in Ohio is one of the most startling 
snd dangerous developments of mod- 
ern public affairs, and the enormous 
burden now threatening the very ex- 
istence of government lias been large- 
ly created during the past decade. 


"In 1880 the total public debt for all 


purposes in Ohio was but 941,000.000 
In 1900, twenty years later, the total 
was $»«.000.000. This was an average 
increase of about f 2,300,000 per year. 
During thf following ten years, from

"Go\ eminent is sick and a remedy 


must be prescribed, and I submit the 
following suggestions for the consid- 
eration pf the citizens of Ohio: 


"First—Retain the tax limitations 


o* the Smith law and prevent any at- 
tempt to amend any of its provisions 
by making further exemptions from 
its present restrictions. 


"Second—Limit the creation of all 


public debts payable through general 
taxation to not in excess of three 
times the total annual revenues re- 
ceived from each taxing district. An 
increased income will automatically 
enlarge the power to create debt. The 
amount of debt, which a political sub- 
division may safely incur must neccs 
sartly always be in direct proportion 
to its income. Debt in excess of the 
foregoing proportion should require a 
three-fourths vote to authorize any 
auch additional bond Issues. 


"Third—Repeal all existing laws in 


relation to th* creation of dent and 
enact legislation in conformity to the 
limitation* above suggested. 


"Fourth—Enact laws that will equit- 


ably tax all moneys and credits, in- 
r!udlns bank deposits. 
I believe it is 


possible to arrhe at a solution satis- 
factory to all banking institutions 
whereby the banVs. as agents of th-' 
depositors, will pay the tax on the 
averase <!ally deoosits. 
Money not 


on deposit should be taxed at tho pre- 
vailing rate a»<l by making the banKs 
agcnt* for the depositors in the pay- 
men! o* taxes, and thus relieving (ho 
<*cnositora of all such assessment*, 
tho deposits in banks in Ohio would 
br largelv increased
